Paris. Dec. 12 —A foreign office offi­ 
cial made th*- following statem ent to 
the Associated Press: 
•‘No exchange of views has occurred 
between the European powers concern- 
Ing the Venezuelan situation, and no j 
such exchange Is Intended, as It Is ; 
definitely held that the affair Is one in 
which the United States should be left 
free to take the Initiative m ediation.'’ 
This statem ent was called out by a 
suggestion of the Temps th at It was 
time for Europe to speak In the Inter­ 
est of universal peace. . 
The official added: "It Is fully recog­ 
nised here and at other capitals that 
the United States is the only power 
In a position to act as an Interm ediary, 
hence there Is no Intention on the part 
of European powers to take concerted 
or Individual action.'' 
The release of the French steam er 
Os sum, seized by Germans at La Guay- 
ra, has not yet bien reported to the 
foreign office, but officials accept un­ 
official reports of ber release, thus re­ 
lieving the incident of its gravity.
